Since our former Account of Commodore Anfon’s be- 
ing in the South Sea, and failing from thence for the Eatt 
Indies, a Letter hath been receiv’d from the Commo- 
dore’sCook, purporting, that upon their Landing on the 
Welt Coaft of Rinatien: he happen’d to ftray a little from 
the reft of the Crew, and was taken Prifoner by a Party 
of Spanſh Horfe, and was immediately carried before the 
Governor of the next Town, who examin’d him touch- 
ing the Strength and Number af Ships that compoled the 
Squadron; and he thinking it moft advifable to {peak the 
Trath, told him, that they were feparated in a Storm 
before they could double the Cape, and that it was his 
Opinion, that the Pearl, Severn, and Wager Men of War, 
were loft in the faid Storm ; and that che Commodore 
bad then aboird the two remaining Ships between three 
and four hundred Men, and fince their coming into thefe 
Sess had taken feveral valuable Prizes, which, with the 
Plunder of the rich Town of Paits, might amount to near 
five Millions of Dollars. Upon this Iatelligence, the Go- 
vernor difpatched Exprefles, both by Sea and Land, to 
prevent the Aquapulca Ship falling into his Hands, and 
fent him Prifoner ro La Vera Cruz, and from thence to 
Old Spain. But that before they left La Vera Cruz, they 


had pofitive Advice there, that the Commodore finding - 


nothing to be done tothe Nerthward of Panama; had bet 
fail the 11th of April from Cape St. Lucar, on the Ifland 
of California, for England, by way of the Laſt Indies.
